Some 60 cities to sign worldwide 
climate pact in Mexico 



MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) - Some 60 cities from 
across the globe will this 
weekend sign a voluntary pact 
to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions, Mexico City au¬ 
thorities said yesterday. 

"For the first time we’ll sign 
a deal to establish targets to re¬ 
duce emissions in the atmos¬ 
phere, which the most 
important countries in the 
world have refused to do,” said 
Mexico City mayor Marcelo 
Ebrard. 

Some sixty mayors will 
sign a document to be pre¬ 
sented to a UN worldwide cli¬ 
mate conference in the Me¬ 
xican beach resort of Cancun 
from November 29 to Decem¬ 
ber 10, said city environment 
secretary Martha Delgado. 

Paris, Seoul, Dakar, Mon¬ 
treal, Porto Alegre and 


Stuttgart would be among 
those taking part in the pact, 
officials said. 

Mexico City will host a 
world summit of local and re¬ 
gional leaders, including more 
than 1,000 participants from 
90 countries, from Thursday to 


Saturday, ahead of a world cli¬ 
mate summit of mayors on 
Sunday. 

The climate accord, set to 
be signed on Sunday, will ap¬ 
pear in a public register and on 
the Internet, Ebrard said.

Senator: US poised to ban caffeine in Haiti cholera toll passes 
alcoholic drinks 1,000, unrest fears grow 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US food and drug watchdog 
is poised to ban caffeine in al¬ 
coholic beverages, a law¬ 
maker who has led a 
campaign to have drinks that 
combine the two elements 
outlawed said yesterday. 

Senator Charles Schumer 
of New York said in a state¬ 
ment posted on his website 
that the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA) is on the 
brink of ruling ’’that caffeine 
is an unsafe food additive to 
alcoholic beverages.” 

The ruling would effec¬ 
tively bar from sale in the 
United States drinks such as 
Four Loko, which combines 
alcohol, caffeine, the stimu¬ 
lant guarana and taurine in 
what Schumer called a ’’dan¬ 
gerous and toxic drink.” 

The drinks are marketed 
mainly toward young people, 
said Schumer, who has been 
leading a campaign in New 
York to have the beverages 
banned because of what he 
says are serious risks to 
health and safety. 

According to Schumer, a 
can of a drink like Four Loko 
— named because of its four 
main ingredients and with a 
play on the Spanish word for 
’’crazy” — contain as much 
caffeine as in two to three 
cups of coffee and as much 
alcohol as two to three cans 
of beer. 

Last month, nine students 
oassed out and were hospital¬ 


ized after drinking Four 
Loko, leading several states 
and universities across the 
country to ban or issue war¬ 
nings about drinks that mix 
alcohol and caffeine, 
Schumer said. 

In New York, state-run 
liquor stores have stopped 
selling the energy-alcohol 
concoctions, which have also 
been banned in Michigan, 
Oklahoma, Utah and Wash¬ 
ington and on a number of 
college campuses. 

FDA spokeswoman Pat el- 
Hinnawy told AFP that the 


agency has spent nearly a 
year studying ’’the very im¬ 
portant issue” of drinks that 
blend caffeine and alcohol, 
but refused to comment on 
whether a decision that 
would effectively ban the 
drinks was imminent. 

Schumer’s announcement 
came as a study of more than 
1,000 US students showed 
that drinking caffeinated en¬ 
ergy drinks on a regular basis 
significantly increases the 
risk of becoming alcohol-de- 
pendent and engaging in 
bouts of heavy drinking.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haiti's cholera death 
toll passed 1,000 yesterday as 
mounting anger at the health 
crisis saw tensions spike with 
UN peacekeepers accused by 
some of being the source of the 
outbreak. 

Burning tires wafted thick 
black smoke across the north¬ 
ern city of Cap-Haitien, where 
thousands of protesters went 
on the rampage Monday, set¬ 
ting a police station ablaze and 
threatening to torch a UN com¬ 
pound. 

Two Haitians died in the 
riots, including one shot by a 
peacekeeper in an incident that 
raised fears of further unrest 
targeting the unpopular United 
Nations force, which is known 
by the acronym MINUSTAH. 

Six UN peacekeepers were 
injured in a second protest 
Monday in the central city of 
Hinche, near the base of a 
Nepalese unit accused of 
bringing the Vibrio cholerae 
bacterium into the country. 

"We are monitoring the si¬ 
tuation in other towns where 
demonstrations were at¬ 
tempted this morning,” a po¬ 
lice officer told AFP Tuesday 
on condition of anonymity. 

He said Interior Minister 
Paul-Antoine Bien-Aime and 
Haitian police chief Mario An- 
dresol would lead a delegation 
to the north in the coming days 
to help restore calm. 

The cholera death toll rose 
yesterday to 1,034, the health 
ministry said, with about 


last Wednesday after a fire 
aboard a test plane on Tuesday 
forced an emergency landing 
in Laredo, Texas. 

"No decision has been 
reached on when flight testing 
of the 787 will resume,” Boe¬ 
ing spokeswoman Lori Gunter 
said in a statement. 


16,800 people hospitalized 
since the disease surfaced in 
late October — the quake-hit 
nation's first outbreak since the 
1960s. 

Haitian officials have strug¬ 
gled to battle the disease in a 
nation still ravaged by a Janu¬ 
ary earthquake that killed 
250,000 people and left 1.3 
million people homeless. 

Officials fear the cholera 
epidemic could spread like 
wildfire if it infiltrates squalid 
camps around the capital 
where hundreds of thousands 
of quake refugees live in 
cramped and unsanitary condi¬ 
tions. 

MINUSTAH issued a state¬ 
ment linking the protests to 
presidential elections in less 
than two weeks time and call¬ 
ing on Haitians not to allow 
themselves to be manipulated 
by "the enemies of stability 
and democracy.”

(Beltway) 3 project It is so 
that from 2001 to 2009 the 
project stayed dormant in the 
drawers of the ministry. So the 
minister decided to work on 
the project. For the last year he 
is busy with the different as¬ 
pects, technical as well as 
legal, and now finally the 
works are so far that his min¬ 
istry has signed six (6) agree¬ 
ments with notary Yarzagaray 
on this project. 

Minister Sevinger ex¬ 
plained that there are a few ex¬ 
ceptions regarding some of the 
land which must go on auction. 
The reason is that some of this 
land belongs to many heirs and 
it will take a long time to get in 
contact with all of them. If the 
process goes thru a judge then 
they can set a date for the auc¬ 
tion and afterwards the heirs 
can still claim their respective 
part of the money. But they 
must claim the money before 


20 years has passed. 

Minister Sevinger said that 
according, to his judgement, 
before the end of the year he 
will finish with the other lands 
necessary for the project. 

The Ring Road is a Private 
Public Partnership (P.P.P.) 
project. This means that the 
government together with the 
private sector will carry the fi¬ 
nancial costs. The Netherlands, 
the Aruba Investment Bank, 
our local experts of the Public 
Works Department - DOW as 
well as the Infrastructure and 
Planning Management - DIP, 
and other departments in¬ 
volved in the project will also 
give their help and advice on 
the project. 

“If there is no setback, the 
construction will start in July 
2011. This Ring Road certainly 
will help with the traffic flow 
from Oranjestad to the hotels 
that is constantly stuck because 
of the lack of an alternative 
road,” Minister Sevinger fin¬ 
ished saying.

’Baby black hole’ offers insight into cosmic 
enigma

WASHINGTON (AFP) - As¬ 
tronomers on Tuesday an¬ 
nounced they had found the 
youngest black hole ever 
found in Earth’s cosmic 
neighbourhood, a discovery 
offering a rare chance to 
probe one of the mightiest 
and strangest forces in the 
Universe. 


The black hole is believed 
to be a remnant of SN 1979C, 
a supernova in the galaxy 
Ml00, some 50 million light 
years from Earth, which was 
spotted by an amateur 
skygazer in 1979. 

The supernova itself was a 
mega-star some 20 times 
greater than the Sun that col¬ 


lapsed in upon itself before 
creating a black hole — a 
gravitational force so strong 
that not even light can es¬ 
cape. 

As there is no visual clue 
to a black hole, the phenom¬ 
enon was spotted thanks to a 
steady glow of X-ray radia¬ 
tion detected by US and Eu¬ 
ropean orbital observatories 
from 1995 to 2007. 

The discovery will give 
scientists a grandstand view 
of how a black hole develops 
from infancy, NASA said. 

It could also unlock 
knowledge about huge stars 
explode, which ones give 
birth to black holes or neu¬ 
tron stars, and how many 
black holes there may be in 
our galaxy and elsewhere. 

Many new black holes 
have been discovered in the 
distant Universe, but they 
have been spotted thanks to a 
signature blast of gamma-ray 
radiation.

Beatles, iTunes come 
together 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The Beatles finally arrived on 
iTunes on Tuesday after what 
Apple’s Steve Jobs described 
as ”a long and winding road.” 

’’The Beatles. Now on 
iTunes,” Apple.com an¬ 
nounced in large black letters 
above a full screen picture of 
the ”Fab Four” — Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney, John Lennon, 
George Harrison and Ringo 
Starr — from their heyday in 
the 1960s. 

’’We’re really excited to 
bring the Beatles’ music to 
iTunes,” McCartney said. 
’’It’s fantastic to see the songs 
we originally released on 
vinyl receive as much love in 
the digital world as they did 
the first time around.” 

The vast catalog of Beat¬ 
les hits has been barred for 
years from Internet download 
sites amid legal squabbles, al¬ 
though their songs have long 
circulated as unlicensed 
downloads available from 
unlicensed peer-to-peer net¬ 


works. 

The announcement that 
the Beatles were making their 
legal Web debut on iTunes 
came from Apple Corps, the 
Beatles' company, EMI 
Group, their record label, and 
Apple, maker of the Macin¬ 
tosh computer, the iPod, 
iPhone and iPad. 

After years of badgering, 
Starr, the drummer and only 
other surviving member of 
the band, said he would be 
’’particularly glad to no 
longer be asked when the 
Beatles are coming to iTunes. 

”At last, if you want it — 
you can get it now — The Bea¬ 
tles from Liverpool to now!” 
Starr said in a press release. 

Lennon's widow Yoko 
Ono linked the release to this 
year's 70th anniversary of his 
birth. 

”In the joyful spirit of 
'Give Peace A Chance,’ I 
think it is so appropriate that 
we are doing this on John's 
70th birthday year,” she said.

Heart drugs and 
supplements a 
risky mix 

Herbal and dietary supple¬ 
ments are found in the aisles 
of supermarkets and health- 
food stores rather than behind 
a pharmacy counter, but they 
can be dangerous when 
mixed with the wrong drug. 

Anew survey suggests that a 
majority of heart patients taking 
the popular blood-thinning dmg 
warfarin are risking potentially 
dangerous complications by 
combining it with supplements 
such as fish oil, glucosamine 
and chondroitin, coenzyme 
Q10, and multivitamins. 

“More and more patients 
are self-medicating with 
these supplements,” says Jen¬ 
nifer Strohecker, a clinical 
pharmacist at Intermountain 
Medical Center, in Salt Lake 
City. “Many of us will 
Google something and then 
go out and try it, and our doc¬ 
tor would never know.” 

In a previous study, Stro¬ 
hecker and her colleagues 
found that 9 of the top 10 
most commonly sold supple¬ 
ments had the potential to 
conflict with warfarin. The 
offenders included St. John’s 
wort, melatonin, glucosamine 
and chondroitin, and fish oil. 

“Even your multivitamin 
can interact with warfarin,” 
says Strohecker. 

Some supplements have 
the ability to either enhance 
or negate warfarin’s effects, 
which could potentially trig¬ 
ger one of two dangerous 
complications: severe bleed¬ 
ing or a blood clot. 

“People think that a sup¬ 
plement is always natural and 
safe,” Strohecker says. “They 
don’t realize that the body 
sees it as a chemical.” 

Perhaps the most alarming 
finding of the survey was the 
apparent communication gap 
between doctors and patients. 
Less than one-third of the 
survey respondents said that 
their doctors had specifically 
asked them about supplement 
use, though nearly all said 
they would discuss it if 
asked. 
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Spain seeking donor for world’s first leg transplant 


MADRID (AFP) - Doctors in 
Spain are looking for a suit¬ 
able match from a dead donor 
to carry out the world's first 
leg transplant, the health min¬ 
istry said Tuesday. 

The ministry's transplant 
commission last May autho¬ 
rised Valencia's Hospital de 
la Fe to carry out the proce¬ 
dure, which will involve both 


legs, a spokeswoman said. 

If successful, the opera¬ 
tion would be the first leg 
transplant in the world, she 
said, and could offer hope to 
millions of amputees and in¬ 
jured war veterans. 

"They are looking for a 
suitable donor. We still don't 
know the date, it could be in 
two months or six months, it 


all depends on when an ade¬ 
quate donor is found," the 
spokeswoman said. 

The recipient will be an 
unidentified man who had 
both legs amputated above 
the knee after an accident. He 
faces life in a wheelchair be¬ 
cause prosthetic limbs are not 
suitable for him. 

The transplant commis¬ 


sion has also authorised the 
hospital to carry out Spain's 
fourth face transplant, the 
health ministry said in a 
statement. 

"Transplants of hands, 
arms or faces from dead peo¬ 
ple were science fiction just a 
decade ago and today they are 
a splendid reality at our hos¬ 
pitals," the director of Spain's 


National Organisation of 
Transplants, Rafael Mate- 
sanz, said at the conference, 
according to the statement. 

Of the 13 face transplants 
carried out so far around the 
world, seven were carried out 
in France, three in Spain, two 
in the United States and one 
in China, according to 
Spain's health ministry.

Wednesday, December 1, is 
the UN designated World 
AIDS Day, when groups in 
countries around the globe 
stage walks and events to 
spotlight the plight of 
HIV/AIDS victims and the 
present statistics regarding 
the disease. 

Ryan Maduro, represent¬ 
ing UNAIDS on Aruba, in¬ 
troduced four NGO’s which 
will conduct awareness 
events surrounding and on 
World AIDS Day, along with 
the most recent statistics re¬ 
garding HIV/AIDS for the 
world and Caribbean from 
the Pan American Health Or¬ 
ganization, PAHO. 

Presently, 33.9 million 
people are infected with the 
HIV/AIDS virus in the world.

Eurozone vows to act to ensure 
its stability 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
The eurozone will act in a "de¬ 
termined and coordinated" 
manner to ensure its stability, 
the head of the Eurogroup of 
finance ministers said yester¬ 
day in the wake of the Irish 
banking crisis. 

"We will act in a determined 
and coordinated way if neces¬ 


sary to ensure the stability of 
the eurozone," Luxembourg 
Prime Minister Jean-Claude 
Juncker told a news conference 
following talks centred on Ire¬ 
land's troubles. 

Juncker also welcomed the 
"willingness of Irish authori¬ 
ties to enter talks with the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission and the 


IMF in order to determine any 
necessary support to face any 
market risk." 

"The discussions that will 
take place between Ireland, the 
Commission, the ECB and the 
IMF will allow us to have at 
our disposal all the elements 
that we will need in case Ire¬ 
land asks for aid," he said. 


Gates pledges 500 million dollars to 
bring banking to poor 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
philanthropic organization set 
up by Microsoft co-founder 
Bill Gates and his wife 
Melinda Tuesday pledged 500 
million dollars to help give the 
world's poorest access to finan¬ 
cial services. 

Melinda Gates announced 
the five-year pledge at the first 
ever Global Savings Forum in 
Seattle, which has drawn 200 
global leaders in development, 
banking, technology and go¬ 
vernment, and a member of the 
Dutch royal family, Princess 
Maxima, for talks on the role 
of savings in the developing 
world. 

Six grants totaling 40 mil¬ 
lion dollars, which are part of 
the 500-million-dollar pack¬ 
age, were announced yesteray 
at the forum hosted by the 
Gates Foundation. 

Several of the projects are 
aimed at finding ways to help 
the poor to save, using systems 
like branchless banking and 
mobile phones. 


Many of the projects that 
will receive grants have been 
inspired by projects that are al¬ 
ready up and running in deve¬ 
loping countries, said Bob 
Christen, director of financial 
services for the poor at the 
Gates Foundation. 

He cited the story of a 17- 
year-old who sells snacks at a 
street market in Kenya and 
who is trying to save money to 
pay for his education. 

"His inventory is about two, 
three dollars a day, and he is 
saving 100 shillings a day, 
which is a little over a dollar. 
He has a goal to save 20,000 
shillings," Christen told AFP. 

The young Kenyan uses the 
east African country's M- 
PESA mobile banking system 
"because how else could some¬ 
one save a dollar a day?" said 
Christen. 

Mobile banking allows 
banks to sidestep the transac¬ 
tion costs that make small-ba¬ 
lance accounts unprofitable for 
them. 


V\6II Street slumps amid China, European 
worries 


Clients like the teenage 
Kenyan snack vendor, mean¬ 
while, overcome the some¬ 
times costly barrier of getting 
to a bank to deposit their sav¬ 
ings. 

"If someone like this 
Kenyan kid is going to save a 
dollar a day he sure isn't going 
to spend a dollar to get to the 
bank to deposit his savings, 
and the bank doesn't want him 
there because it costs them a 
dollar just to have him stand¬ 
ing there," said Christen. 

Among the grantees recei¬ 
ving a share of the funds an¬ 
nounced by the Gates 
Foundation yesterday is Voda- 
com Tanzania's M-PESA pro¬ 
gram, which will receive 
nearly five million dollars to 
bring mobile money services 
that are so successful in Kenya 
to two million people in neigh¬ 
boring Tanzania. 

Another grantee, Shore- 
Bank International, will build 
a mobile money platform for 
poor Bangladeshis. 

The company aims within 
five years to bring more than 
17 million poor people into the 
formal financial system for the 
first time. 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US stocks nose-dived yester¬ 
day amid growing uneasiness 
over Europe's massive sove¬ 
reign debt and China's efforts 
to tackle rising inflation. 

Adding to the gloom was 
data showing a weak rise in 
US wholesale prices, while 
strong earnings reports from 
market heavyweights Wal- 
Mart and Home Depot were 
not enough to offset the 
downward trend. 

The blue-chip Dow Jones 
Industrial Average dropped 
177.03 points (1.58 percent) 


to 11,024.94 in closing 
trades. The S&P 500 index, a 
broader measure of the mar¬ 
ket, lost 19.34 points (1.61 
percent) to 1,178.42. 

The tech-rich Nasdaq slid 
43.98 points (1.75 percent) to 
2,469.84, giving back most of 
November's gains. 

"The market focused on 
the prospects of higher inter¬ 
est rates in China and a 
bailout of banks in Ireland," 
said Wells Fargo Advisors 
analyst Scott Marcouiller. 

Investors also followed 
with concern the eurozone's 


struggle to deal with alarm¬ 
ing levels of sovereign debt, 
especially in Ireland, amid 
growing speculation that the 
former Celtic Tiger nation 
could be bailed out. 

European finance minis¬ 
ters were meeting in Brussels 
to grapple with a spreading 
debt crisis that had already 
brought Greece to its knees. 

Markets also were rattled 
after the governor of China's 
central bank voiced unease at 
the country's growing infla¬ 
tion, increasing speculation 


Beijing will raise interest 
rates. 

A weaker than expected 
reading on US wholesale in¬ 
flation revealed subdued in¬ 
flationary pressures amid the 
feeble US recovery from re- 
cessin. 

The Labor Department re¬ 
ported that US wholesale 
prices rose a modest 0.4 per¬ 
cent for the third straight 
month in October, much 
weaker than the 0.8 percent 
rise expected by most ana¬ 
lysts.

William, 28, the eldest son 
of heir to the throne Prince 
Charles and the late Princess 
Diana, and Middleton, also 28, 
became engaged in October 
while on holiday in Kenya, 
said Clarence House, Charles' 
official residence. 

"The Prince of Wales is de¬ 
lighted to announce the en¬ 
gagement of Prince William to 
Miss Catherine Middleton. 
The wedding will take place in 
the spring or summer of 2011 
in London," said the statement. 


"Further details about the 
wedding will be announced in 
due course. 

"Prince William and Miss 
Middleton became engaged in 
October during a private holi¬ 
day in Kenya. Prince William 
has informed the queen and 
other close members of his 
family. 

"Prince William has also 
sought the permission of Miss 
Middleton's father. 

"Following the marriage the 
couple will live in North Wales 
where Prince William will 
continue to serve with the 
Royal Air Force." 

Prince William is currently 
serving as an RAF search and 
rescue pilot based on Anglesey 
in northwest Wales, after gra¬ 
duating in September follo¬ 
wing 18 months of training. 

Queen Elizabeth II and her 
husband Prince Philip were 
"absolutely delighted" for the 
couple, Buckingham Palace 
said. 

British Prime Minister 
David Cameron's spokes¬ 
woman said the premier was 
"delighted" and sent the couple 
his best wishes. Opposition 
leader Ed Miliband said the 


"whole country will be wish¬ 
ing them every happiness." 

The couple's wedding will 
come a year before the queen 
marks her diamond jubilee— 
or 60 years on the throne — 
and London hosts the 2012 
Olympics. 

Middleton — the daughter 
of self-made millionaires — 
and William met in 2001 at 
St Andrews University in 
Scotland where they were 
both studying art history, and 
they lived together in a 
shared house. 

They broke up briefly in 
2007 but got back together 
again. 

Speculation about the 
royal nuptials reached fever 
pitch following 
the news ear¬ 
lier this month 
that Middleton's 
parents, Michael 
and Carole, had 
joined a private 
shooting party at 
Charles' private 
residence in 
Scotland. 

The wedding 
will come 30 years after 
Charles and Diana married in 
what was billed at the time as 
a fairytale wedding and which 
drew crowds of hundreds of 
thousands onto the streets of 
London. The couple divorced 
in 1996. 

Middleton's parents are a 


former airline pilot and air 
stewardess — a fact reportedly 
mocked by some of William's 
aristocratic friends — who went 
on to make their fortune in the 
children's party business. 

The princess-to-be, who is 
six months older than William, 
has in recent years been em¬ 
ployed by the family business, 
Party Pieces, after an initial 
foray into the working world in 
London caused her to be 
hounded by press photogra¬ 
phers. 

The intense spotlight on the 
young woman drew compa¬ 
risons to Diana. 

While pursuing his military 
career, Prince William still 
takes time out for royal en¬ 


gagements. 

He flew into Afghanistan 
on Sunday for a surprise visit 
to honour Britain's war dead, 
attending a ceremony at Camp 
Bastion in Helmand province, 
the home of the estimated 
9,500 British troops deployed 
in the country. 
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Vitali Klitschko ready to go ’SO¬ 
SO’ with Haye 



LONDON (AFP) - Vitali Kl¬ 
itschko has offered to split 
the purse with David Haye in 
a bid to make their long- 
awaited world heavyweight 
unification tile fight a reality. 

Previous attempts to set¬ 
up a fight between Haye and 
Klitschko, or his younger 
brother Wladimir, that many 
boxing pundits believe is 
necessary for the credibility 
of a tainted heavyweight di¬ 
vision have foundered on ar¬ 
guments over both payments 
and venues. 

But Klitschko, a Ukrain¬ 
ian who is the World Boxing 


Council (WBC) heavy¬ 
weight champion said 
Monday he was ready to 
come to England to face 
Haye for a ’’fifty-fifty” 
purse split. 

Haye, the World 
Boxing Association 
(WBA) heavyweight 
champion saw off fel¬ 
low Englishman Audley 
Harrison inside three 
rounds in Manchester 
on Saturday in a title de¬ 
fence that saw both box¬ 
ers warned at one stage 
for a lack of action. 

”Pm ready any 
minute to sign a 50-50 
contract,” Klitschko told 
BBC Radio Five on 
Monday. 

” We are both world cham¬ 
pions so let’s fight. Let's 
make the fight in the spring 
time - I'm ready, the question 
is for David Haye. 

"David Haye is a great 
talker but the question is, is 
he a good fighter? If he is a 
good fighter he should sign 
the contract. I want to fight 
David Haye because my 
brother already has two 
world titles and I have just 
the one.” 

Wladimir Klitschko, holds 
the International Boxing Fed¬ 
eration (IBF) and World Box¬ 
ing Organisation (WBO) 


heavyweight championship 
belts. 

The Klitschko brothers 
have a longstanding agree¬ 
ment never to fight one an¬ 
other, leaving a fight between 
one of them and Haye as the 
most plausible heavyweight 
championship bout on offer. 

But the failure to come to 
an agreement with Haye has 
led to a series of lacklustre 
title fights, of which Haye's 
lopsided encounter with Har¬ 
rison was only the most re¬ 
cent. 

Now the Klitschkos are 
both set to meet Britain's 
Dereck Chisora, with 
Wladimir to face the previ¬ 
ously little thought of Lon- 
donder in December. 

Vitali, yet to confirm his 
next opponent after over¬ 
whelming Shannon Briggs of 
the United States in October, 
wants to make sure he fights 
Haye before his brother be¬ 
cause otherwise he won't 
have a credible challenger for 
his title. 

"I want to fight David 
Haye because after he has 
fought Wladimir I will not 
have an opponent any more. 
Wladimir will kill him. He 
knocks everyone out badly.

The tournament is the 
penultimate event of the Eu¬ 
ropean year, before the top 60 
head to the season's glittering 
finale, the 7.5 million dollar 
Dubai World Championship. 

Northern Ireland's Graeme 
McDowell, in second place, 
will look to steal a march on 
Race to Dubai leader and 
PGA Championship winner 
Martin Kaymer in his fourth 
tournament appearance in a 
row, with Kaymer having de¬ 
cided to skip Hong Kong. 

US Open champion Mc¬ 
Dowell cut the gap by 
225,000 dollars on Ger¬ 
many's Kaymer at the top of 
the European money list with 
his joint third place at the 
Singapore Open. 

Kaymer, who could only 
manage 10th in the event 
won by Australia’s Adam 
Scott, now leads the money 
list by 500,000 dollars. 

Only Kaymer and Mc¬ 
Dowell can now win the 
Race. Defending champion 
Lee Westwood, who lies 
third, is too far back having 
chosen to miss Hong Kong. 

"Of course, this week is 
very important to me, it’s im¬ 
portant that I get as close as I 
possibly can going into 
Dubai next week and... with 
Martin not being here this 
week, it’s an opportunity to 
put some more numbers on 
the board,” McDowell said. 

"The game’s in good 
shape coming off the back of 
a decent week in Singapore 
and I’m very much looking 
forward to the week.” 

The Race to Dubai is not 
just about the top end, how¬ 
ever — the chance to play in 
the spectacular showdown in 
Dubai sees players go to

Reed, a kicker who helped 
the Pittsburgh Steelers win 
two Super Bowls, was given 
the boot on Tuesday after 
eight years with the National 
Football League club. 

The 31-year-old was re¬ 
leased after missing seven of 
his 22 field goal attempts this 
season, including 4-of-9 at¬ 
tempts at home and all four 
between 40 and 49 yards - an 
erratic showing with nearly 
as many misses as in 2008 


and 2009 combined. 

Canadian-born Shaun Su- 
isham, a former Washington 
Redskins and Dallas Cow¬ 
boys kicker, was signed to re¬ 
place Reed, who began the 
season as one of the 10 most 
accurate kickers in NFL his¬ 
tory. 

Reed went 8-for-8 in field 
goal kicks during the playoff 
runs that included the 2006 
and 2009 Super Bowls and 
was 27-for-31 last year, but 
missed twice in a season¬ 
opening 15-9 win over At¬ 
lanta as well as a 17-14 loss 
to Baltimore last month. 

"We're very respectful of 
the cumulative body of work 
by Jeff here, but at this time 
we felt it was appropriate to 
make a change," Steelers 
coach Mike Tomlin said. 

Reed has a career 204-of- 
249 field goal accuracy rate 
but had missed too many big 
kicks for the Steelers, 6-3, 
when it mattered most. 

"I've missed some impor¬ 
tant kicks," Reed said. "It's 
sports. It's not an excuse, but 
it's life."

sons. He faces an arraign¬ 
ment in that case on January 
24.

Murray to face Federer in Finals group 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain's 
Andy Murray will face Roger 
Federer in the group stages of 
the ATP World Tour Finals in 
London, it was announced 
here on Tuesday. 

The 23-year-old Murray 
has got the better of the Swiss 
star in their last two meet¬ 
ings, both times winning in 
straight sets to win Masters 
titles in Toronto and Shang¬ 
hai. 

But he lost to Federer in 
the Australian Open final in 
January, a defeat that left 
Murray still searching for a 
first 'grand slam' title. 

Also drawn in Group B 
alongside Federer and Mur¬ 
ray, who dropped down to 
fifth in the world rankings 


after Robin Soderling won 
the Paris Masters last week, 
were Soderling and David 
Ferrer. 

Group A will be contested 
by Rafael Nadal, Novak 
Djokovic, Tomas Berdych 
and Andy Roddick. 

Last year Murray missed 
out on a semi-final spot by 
one game to Juan Martin del 
Potro. 

The Argentininan was not 
in this year's draw, having 
missed most of the season 
with a wrist injury while a 
similar problem effectively 
prevented Nikolay Davy¬ 
denko from defending his 
title. 

This year's tournament 
starts on Sunday.
